A Four Column Manifesto to His Midlothan Con- 
stituency—The Ex-Premier’s Policy—Gom- 
ments of the Press—Parne}! to be Nom.

Lonpoy, September 18.—Gladstone today 
issued a four column manifesto to his constit- 
vents in Midlothian. The ex-premicrinyrites

A Disaster in the Guil of Mexico-S8eamen

GALVESTON, September 18.—The tug Ranger, 
heving in tow barge Orient, laden with 900 
tons of coal from New Orleans, arrived out- 
side th morning, and in rounding to 
The barge cast anchor 


har thi: 
perted her tow line. 
whilethe Ranger came in foranewcable. A 
hesvy sea was on, and the Orient’s an- 
cher chain parted, leaving the bargs at 
the mercy of the sea. The barge was 
soon driven sground about five miles trom the 
east end of the island. When the Ranger re- 
turned with a new tow live she was unable to 
resch the barge or to reseue her crew of five 
men. A life boat was immediately manned 
by five experienced seamen and started tor 
the Orient. = When they reached 

xe barge the ‘sea was fast wrecking 
The life boat drew close to the bargs, 
when cne ofthe imperiled seamen jumped 
into the boat and capsized it. Three of the 
heroie seamen who went out in the life boat 
ceme ashore in a short time neer Beach hotel, 
floating on their life preservers. Two other 
men of the life boats’ crew came ashore iater, 
the last one getting in about eight o'cioc< to- 
night. The men who jumped from the Orient, 
ip attempting to rescue whom the life boat 
was capsized, is undoubtedly lost, as are also 
his four companions on the barge. 


A Collision at Sea.

GoruaM, Me., September 14.—[Special Cor- 
responcence.|—This 1s one of the oldest towns 
in Maine, it was one of seven townships 
granted by the general court in 1732 to the 
Narragansett soldiers,and on a division it was 
assigned to Captain John Gorham and 119 
other coldicrs. The first house was built in 
1736 and the town meorporated in 1764,

On the tombstone of a clown killed in acircus 
in 1826, aged 20 years, is the inscription: 

‘‘Reacer, this marble speaks no common loss; it 
guarde the remains of one whose day closéd in its 
dawning.” 

After his name and parentage follows the 
familiar lines commencing: 

‘*By foreign hands his dying eyes were closed!" 

Some distance from the cemetery, but on 
the same street, stands the venerable Gorham 
academy where Sargeant 8. Prentiss was pre- 
pared for Bowdoin college, in this state, and 
where many noted men weré educated. Jast 
below it, across the street, is the large brick 
building formerly occupied by a flourishing 
female school, from which went forth many 
of the most gifted and lovely daughters of 
the “Pine Tree State.” It is now used as a 
boarding house for the state normal school on 
the hill opposite. 

Still further up the street stantls the old 
stone hcuse which was the scene of a bloody 
Indian fight, in the early history of the set- 
lement. Grandmother Warren was then a 
noted character, and one of her exploi’s rather 
puts to blush the making of e eutt of clothes 
at the Atlonta exposition from cloth spun the 
semeday.

THE LONGFELLOW YAaMILY, 

Aithough the poet, Longfellow, was born in 
Portland, where his father was a lawyer and 
judge, the old homestead is located here in 
Gorham, but the graves ofthe family are to be 
seen in the old cemetery in the heart of the 
town. Plain, hécdstones mark their graves, 
and each one has an inscription which attracts 
the eye of a visitor. 

Hon. Stephen Longfellow, who was born 
in 1757 and died 1824, is thus spoken of: S‘As 
aman, a Christian, and a judge, he was high- 
ly respected for his intelligence, integrity and 
indepexdence.”’ 

Ot Mrs. Patience Longfellow, his wife, born 
i745, and who died i830, itis said: “Biessed 
are the dead whe die in the Lord.” 

A married daughter, Mra. Tabitha Lewis, 
born 1774 and who «lied 1507, and whose mar- 
ried daughter lies buried near, has this verse 
on her tombstone: 

«When life’s tem pestuons st 
How caim she meets the friendly 
Who lived averse to sin.”’ 

Miss Ann  Lonfellow, 
in 1781 and died in ISI7, has 
verse for her inecription: 

‘Hope looks beyond the bounds of time, 
When, what we new deplore 

Shall rise in fuli immortai prime 
And bloom, to fade no more. 

Mies Catherine Longfellow, born 1756, and 

who died in 1804, is given this Inscription: 
“O cease, fond nature, cry thy tears, 
Religion points on high; 
There everlasting spring appears, 
And joys that never die.”’ 
Colonel Samuel Longfellow, who was 
in 1789 and died 1518, has this verée: 
“Our hearts are fastened to this world 
By strong and numerous ties; 
But every sorrow cuts @ strivg, 
And urges us to rise.”’ 

lt wil] be seen that the ‘poet's family were 
very partial to poetry in selecting inscriptions 
for the tombstones of their beloved dead. But 
these neglected graves give evidence that 
death, abeence or indiflerence, characterize 
the surviving relatives. 

A NEW WAR ROMANCE. 

The capture of a locomotive on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad during the war by union 
soldiers seems to be a popular theme for the 
pen and pencil at this lateday. ‘The iev. 
William Pittenger, who was “one of the actors 
in the strange scenes described, aud now a 
roinister of the Methodist Episcopai church,” 
hes written what he calls “a true history of 
the most thrilling and romantic secret service 
of the late war.” In describing the condition 

{the prisoners in the negro jail st Cnatta- 
nooga, where they wereconfined aiter their 
caplure by the confederates, he says: ‘‘They 
were covered with swarming vermin, and the 
beat was so oppressive that they were often 
obliged to strip themselves entirely of their 
clethes to bear it. Add to this, they were al!

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RAGING PRAIRIS& FIRGS. 


Burning the Grain Fields 
in Dakota, 


Srex.y, Dak., September 18.—A_ terrible 
yrairie fire raged west and north of here all 
day yesterday. Reports from Sterling, eo 
teen miles west, are that the farmers iu t 
region lost everything. The passengers on 
last night’s east bound train report seeing 
numberless stacks of wheat on fire at the 
eame time rear here. The losa in grain ranges 
from 1,000 to 3,000 bushels to each farmer. 
Mrs. W. L. Bedford, living seven miles 
from here, inhaled . the flames 
while “fighting fire,” and is in & 
critical condition. The fire is stillraging. At 
Buffalo, Dak., fire destroyed two shundred 
stacks of wheat on William Howden’s farm, 
one hundred and fifty acres of wheat belong- 
ing to Wylie, three harvesters and binders of 
Mr. Aldrus, and did great damage elsewhere. 

Ayre, Cass County, Dak., September 18.—A 
large prairie fire started this afternoon near 
Maple river, five miles west ot here and spread 
rapidly, taking everything in its course. It 
isreported that the mammoth barn on the 
Russell farm, sixty-five tons of hay, lot of 
farm machinery and 200 acres of wheat in the 
field was burned. The whole country is ont 
fighting the fire, which is still spreading. One 
farmerbad ninety men at work, all of whom 
went to fight the flames which are now near- 
ing the town of Buffalo. 

Bismarck, Dak., September 13.—Prairie 
fires haveraged in this vicinity today with 
unusual fierceness. At least fifty tarmers 
were burned out, losing both houses and crops, 
Losses range from one hundred to eight thou- 
sand ‘dollars each. The aggregate ioss thus 
far reported is over $75,000. The fires are 
still raging andthe wind carries the flames 
over the ploughed ground to other fields so 
tbat no one seems safe.

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THE RAILROAD COMMISSION BILL. 

" The senate passed the bill yesterday 
smernding the railroad commission law by a 
very decided majority of the members 
present, as will be seen by reference to the 
preceedings, printed in another column. 

The amendments to the original law 
are conservative and just, and with 
this bill the law there can be no 
reatonable ground of objection from 

any source to our railroad commission law. 
The securities and stocks of our railroads 
will not be affected in value by the fact that 
the manegement of the railroads is en- 
tirely in the hands of the commission, and 

' if the railrcads discriminate and make un- 
juet rates there is a speedy remedy, and the 
commissioners have as much power to pre- 
vent it as they had before. 

There can be no doubt about the 'popular- 
ity of this bill in the state, with the amend- 
ments proposed and adopted in the senate. 
If it becomes a law, it will greatly aid in de- 
veloping our state, and willadd many new 
branches to our railroads and new lines in 

_counties where they are now much needed, 
If the commissioners think there will 
any difliculty in edministering this 
there will be no trouble to find 
those who can, and will as eflicient to 
curb the railrcads as is the present law.

In arecent address delivered by 
Shurtleff, at ihe dedication of 
town, Mass , battle monument, the speaker 
called attention tothe fact that we are even 
now in the midst of the mortality occasioned 
by the war. Veterans aredying today who 
returned from the front ta sear, bat 
they are none the jess victims of the battie- 
field. They are dying of the long-continued 
nervous strain to which they were subjected. 
They are yielding to the resulis of exposure. 
Shaitered constitutions, and, in some ins 
stancer, broken hearis, are carrying them to 
ihe grave. Many a noble life was ruined by 
the fierce struggle that ended at Appomatox. 
Men came out of that deadly conflict with 
twenty years added to theirege. They have 
dragged alorg trying to adjust themselves to 
new conditions, but their energy and vitality 
are not ¢cqual to the emergency. Day by day 
they drop out of the procession and quietly 
go over to the majority. 

There is something inexpressibly sad in 
this yiew of the subject. One almost imag- 
ines that these dying soldiers have been fol- 
Jowed and stricken down by phantom fove- 
men, with whom in the flesh they were en- 
geged, sabre erainst sabre, and bayonet 
sgainst bayonet, twenty years ago, But the 
blows under which they are now falling, are 
dealt by something more tangible than the 
shadows of the past.

Regular Trains to be Resamed Sanday—A 
Heavy Loss. 
From the Charlotte Observer. 

The scene at the Coddle Creek bridgs disaster 
yesterday afternoon was an animated as well as 
20 unugual OMe, andthe fields adjacent to the 
wreck were trodden by the feet of a thousand peo- 
ple, whose curiosity to see a railroad wreck had 
led them thither. The sight was worth traveling 
fartosee. Delving among the splintered and 
shivered remains of the twenty-three box cars 
were one hundred and twenty-five men, bus 
ily engaged in collecting and assorting the dil- 
ferent lines of merchandise that were mingled in 
the ruins. 


At sundown it was estimated that about on>- 
half of the wreck was cleared, ani enough goods 
had been recovered to fill sevcral cars. Tne goods 
will be shipped in bul& to West Point, where they 
will be disposed of by the railroad company. The 
entire cargo of the twenty-three cars is a loss 
which the railroad yore has to shoulder. 

A “‘shoofly’’ train has been establishea between 
Concord and Salisbury while the blockade lasts, 
and this furnishes that town with its only rail- 
road connection with the outside world. Oaly 
one train a day isrun,and it connects at Salis- 
bury with the incoming and outgoing morning 
trains.

It is of great importance to the public to 
know how this business is conducted and to 
understand what protection is offered against 
careiess orignorant handling of drugs. Re- 
cently there have been in

& remarkable number of accidents from 
prescriptions wrongly prepared. There can 
te nothing of more import to the 
people ofa community then the preparation 
of the medicines which in this age of eiviliza- 
tion and luxury sre eo universally used, 

A CoysTiTUTION man _ yesterday asked 
Hutchison & Brother how they presented ac- 
cidents in the preparation of prescriptions? | 

Mr. H. G. Hutchison said: “Well, we fol- 
low strictly the prescription which 
is sent to us, The most fre- 
quent mistake made by druggists is in the 
confounding of quinine and morphine. We 
avoid the possibility ot such an error by re- 
teining our quinine in the square tin cans in 
which Powers & Weightman send 
it. Our morphia is in bottles and 
is placed on the shelf several 
fect away from the quinine. Nosane man 
could cenfound these drugs or make 8 mistake 
in the preparation of a prescription.” 

Mr. C.-L. Stoney said: ‘I make it a rule 
to keep the original packaces as they came to 
me fromthe manufacturer. They are differen 
in size aud shape, and a mistake is well-nigh 
impossible. But 1 do not trust to this. When 
a prescription comes in I read it offand one of 
my clerks stands by my side and dittoes every 
werd thet I read. 1100k ata line, and if it 
calls for guinize or morphine I reach for 
bottle containing tbat drug. As

I do so my clerk reads thet partof the pres 
scription, and so on until it is filled.” 

Mr. Mosely, at Magnus & Higzhtower’s, said: 

‘It is to our interest, of course, to guard 
acainst mistakes, and we exercise every poasi- 
ble precaution against them. Our quinine 
is keptin equare tin boxes,and our mor- 
phine is ino small round bottles. I 
bave often seen drug stores 
whero there articles were putin similar bottles 
and the label was the only guide for the 
apothccary. We heve not only the label, but 
gieo the shape and sizeof the vessel contain- 
ing the drug to guide us. The most frequent 
mistake in the preparation of a prescription 
is in confounding quinine and 
They are almostexacily alike te 
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guish them, as both are bitter. But the 
very fact that they ate so much alike makes 
us the more careful to place them so that they
